The closest prior art Chang et al, US patent No. 6,169,907, disclosed similar method 
and apparatus. However, Chang et al does not teach, in combination with the other 
claimed limitations, the limitations of" determining a plurality of successive line quality 
indicators and summing consecutive line quality indicators over a predetermined period 
of time", as recited in claims 13, 28 and 35, the limitations "an attempt counter for 
indicating whether the second component is transmitting a maximum power level and 
the first component operable to determine a power level for the initial signal by 
determining a value of the attempt counter", as recited in claim 21; and the limitations, 
recited in claim 34, lines 19-22, are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by Chang 
etal.
